A  GREAT  TRUTH  WELL  APPUED. 

Extract  of  s  leUer  from  Rex.  Mr.  Robinson,  Episcopal 
Missionary  in  Greece,  dated  at  Atbbbs,  May  21, 1831. 

The  principal  military  Turkish  officer,  we  are 
well  acquainted  with,  and  sometimes  hold  long 
conversations  with  him  in  his  orange  garden, 
where,  as  at  his  house,  we  are  always  made  wel¬ 
come.  He  asked  me  a  few  days  since,  whether 
we  had  the  Koran  in  English.  I  told  him  we 
had.  He  was  much  surprised,  and  wished  lo 
know  whether  I  had  read  ih  I  told  him  yes. — 
In  what,  then,  said  he,  consists  the  leading  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  Koran  and  the  Gospel.  In  the 
Koran,  I  answered,  I  found  many  excellent  mo¬ 
ral  sentiments,  but  there  was  one  thing  in  the 
Gospel,  which  it  did  not  contain — that  “  Except 
a  man  be  Iwrn  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom 
of  God.”  After  meditating  for  some  time,  he 
replied,  “  That  does  not  bore  through  my  head <

In  Holland  too,  (he  Lm  haa  displaj^^H 
bis  mercy.  In  Charlton,  which  has  long  been  a  dry 
thirsty  land,  there  are  decided  tokens  for  good.  CwVHd 
Baptist  church  iir  ^icester,  the  Lord  has  eopieuslA  pour-nd 
ed  down  his  Spirit.  The  same  is  true'  of  Thdmpson,,;, 
Woodstock,  ana  Willington,  Conn,  and  many  qAer  pUa 
ces.

Ought  they  to  introduce  to  4 
their  respective  columns  every  record  of  a  revi¬ 
val  that  appears,  thus  furnishing  f  "complete 
journal  of  such  a||||ts  ?  Or  shall  they  confim 
themselves  to  thos^Tcenunts,  for  whose  accuracy 
.in  the  statement  of  fact,  and  sobriety  of  repre¬ 
sentation,  some  respectable  editor  can  confident¬ 
ly  vouch  ?  This  latter  course  would  1^  many 
he  thought  more  judlciou^han  the  former,  but 
would  still  need  modityinfflo  n^t  the  views  8  f 
one  class  of  readers.  I  raerAo  those  who  read  S 
mainly  for  the  sake  of  such  information,  aa  mauM 
serve  for  the  materials  of  religious  philosophj^l 
may  aid  in  establishing  gener^  principles, 
in  regard  to  the  phenomena  of  human  BEtiue^ 
and  the  mode  in  which  divine  power  makes  the 
I  gospel  efficient  to  the  salvation  of  man.  They 
would  care  only  to  see  those  authentic  and 
somewhat  detailed  accounts,  in  which  some  pe¬ 
culiar  feature  of  human  nature,  as  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  divine  tnith,  or  some  extraordinary 
display  of  divine  grace,  is  noticed,  or  nl  les^ 
soiiKthing  in  the  measures  or  mode  of  preaching, 
difiereiit  from  the  contmon  practioe.  But  the 
maw  of  readers  are  concerned  in  the  record  of 
revivals,  just  as  E^lish  and  Americaus  were,  in 
the  movemenls  of  their  respective  forces  durijig 
the  last  or  preceding  war.  They  wish  to  know 


deliberately  and  conscientiously  challenge  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  world  to  furnish,  amid  high  mditieal 
or  ecelesiastistd  excitement,  a  pnrallei  to  the  mo¬ 
deration  exhibited  1^  thtd  nunority.  I  will  not 
deny,  that  some  kidmcreet  and  rash  things  may 


have  been  said  or  proposed ;  but  I  refer  to  the 
final  votes  passed  by  the  house,  as  expressive  of 
the  cool  and  settled  opinions  of  tire  New  School 
or  Low  Church.

“  The  present  state  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.— ATos.  I, 
X,  and  3,  Chrittian  Adveeate  for  July,  August  and 
September,  16S1. 

Mr.  Eklitor — 1  propose,  in  my  present  commu¬ 
nication,  to  close  my  remarks  on  the  Ihiw  num¬ 
bers  which  stand  at  the  head  of  this  article.  It 
te  with  unfeigned  regret,  that  I  have  been  placed 


and  Shorter  Catechisms  ;  but  merely  a  question 
whether  these  catechisms  were  included  in  any 
“  ordination  engagements,”  stipulations,  or  pro¬ 
mises.  Let  the  standards  of  our  own  church  an¬ 
swer  this  question. 

8.  The  New  School  or  Low  Church  acknow¬ 
ledge  tlie  truth  of  the  'cliarge,  alleged  by  the  Ad¬ 
vocate,  that  “i<  was  the  btstem  yf  dbetrine 
tauxht  in  the  holy  scriptures  which,  in  their  ordi¬ 
nation  engagements,  they  professJdTteUeve  was 
contained  in  the  confession  of faith  of  our  church.” 
And  as  they  do  not  adopt  the  Gonfession  of 
Faith  as  their  Bible,  they  can  easily  conceive, 
that  there  is  some"  important  Us^jll^yp^tii^BooK 
Of  God  which  has  not  been  emhouicd  in  this 
Book  of  Man  ;  and  they  presUSM,  that  tlfe  fra¬ 
mers  of  this  excellent  human  formulary,  thought 
that  it  might  contain  some  “  error”  so  “  impor¬ 
tant”  that  it  would  be  proper  to  correct  it,  or 
they  would  not  have  prescribed  rules  for  its  revi¬ 
sion.  With  these  miaiificntionii,  which  ought 
ever  to  attenf  the  subscription  of  a  humfln  creed, 
I  can  solemnly  declare  with  reg-^pd  to  myself, 
and  I  do  honestly  believe  with  regard  tn  my  breth¬ 
ren,  that  the  New  School  or  Low  Church  receive 
the  Confession  of  Faith  as  sincerely  as  any  men 
living. 

9.  The  charge  that  the  Low  Chttrch  would 
so  “relax”  the  provisions  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  would 
“  assimilate  it  to,  or  mingle  it  with,  the  particu¬ 
larities  of  Congreiptionaliam,”  as  far  as  my 
knowledge  extends,  is  utterly  without  foundation. 
Tlicre  are  but  two  things  which  furnish  the  sha¬ 
dow,  and  these  not  the  realily,  oT proof,  that  any 
such  views  are  held  by  these  brethren.  In  the 
first  place,  tliey  are  not  “jure  divino”  Presby¬ 
terians,  for  this  would  make  them  High  Chtm-h- 
men  ;  and  secondly,  they  think  itwip^t  fer  Pres¬ 
byterians  to  observe  good  fatUi  towards  Congre- 
gationalists,  in  relation  to  “Coounitlee-men,” 


in  circumstances  in  which  I  have  considered  it 
my  duty  to  appear  before  the  public,  in  this  mat¬ 
ter.  Whether  I  have  acted  wisely,  in  forminsr 
tills  determination,  or  in  carrying  it  into  effect, 
must  be  left  to  time  and  the  Christian  community, 
and  to  a  still  higher  and  more  infiillihle  tribunal 
to  decide.  That  I  have  acted  conscientiously,  I 
know  ;  and  it  is  no  small  consolation  tn  me,  that 
many  individuals  in  whose  piety  and  discretion  I 
have  great  confidence,  have  given  it  as  their 
decided  opinion,  that  I  ought  to  notice  these 
singular  and  uimarallelcd  attacks  upon  tlie  majo¬ 
rity  of  the  last  General  Assembly.  Whether  any 
additional  articles,  in  the  Advocate  will  claim  at¬ 
tention,  I  cannot  now  determine.  A  fourth  num¬ 
ber,  on  this  svhject,  I  understand  has  appeared, 
and,  perhaps,  others  are  ir^  course  of  publica¬ 
tion  ;  but  I  fondijJiope  t^.l^may  be  of  such  a 
character  as  notASequuif^  any  notice  from  those 
who  do  not  agrK  with  Dr.  Green  and  the  High 
Church.  The  public,  and  especially  warm  heart¬ 
ed  and  zealous  Christians,  I  am  well  aware,  must 
soqn  become  weary,  of  this  controversy.  I  would 
willingly  have  lefl  this  whole  matter  ai  issue, 
where  it  stood  at  the  close  of  my  last  number, 
out  so  many  things  have  come  under  considera¬ 
tion,  in  Ihe^^raaMf  this  “  Review  and  Vindica¬ 
tion,”  that  f^vi^[|pugiit  it  might  not  be  unpro¬ 
fitable  to  stat^  in  a  connected  Summary,  the 
points  that  havt  been  fairly  established.  Lot  the 
reader,  then,  cAipare  Ac  following  with  the  dis¬ 
cussions  contained  in  the  preceding  numbers,  and 
judge  for  himself  of  their  correctness.

tote  in  perfect  keeping  with  that  promptorshif 


should  not  have  troubled  my  readers  on  thitreBb- 
ject  at  all.  But  necessity  w.as  laid  upon  me ; — 
and  this  undertaking  has  teen  executed  under 
a  conscientious  expression  of  duty.  If  I  have,  in 
the  discharge  of  this  duty,  employed  any  ex¬ 
pressions  which  do  not  comport  with  a  tempe¬ 
rate  and  Christian  discussion,  and  which  were  not 
called  fin-  by  the  nature  and  method  of  the  at¬ 
tack,  I  could  wish  them  blotted  from  my  page 
forever.  As  to  pas.sinn  and  asperity,  I  have  felt 
none.  Such  are  nw  impressions  of  the  vast  and 
vital  importance  of  union,  and  brotherly  forbear¬ 
ance,  and  cordial  co-operation  among  the  minis¬ 
ters  and  members  of  the  Presbyterian  church, 
that  I  would  not  have  upon  my  soul  tlie  respon¬ 
sibility  of  commencing  this  contest,  for  the  price 
of  my  right  arm.  In  all  this  matter,  I  have  acted 
in  the  posture  of  Sielf-defence ;  in  no  other  way 
ami  willing  to  act.  And  even  this  privilege  of

27.  The  Committee  appointed  to  nominate  a 
Board  of  Missions,  was  in  every  respect  a  feir 
and  discreet  committee.

If  they  are  in  the  majority  they  wish 
to  rule,  and  they  will  rule — if,  in  the  mmority, 
they  wish  to  rule,  and  if  the  majority  will  not 
permit  Item,  they  can  create  such  scenes  as  the 
Editor  teHs  us  were  exhibited  when  this  report 
was  submitted ; — “soenes,” — to  use  hia  own  lan¬ 
guage, — “  seences  of  discord  and  confusion  which 
disgraced  the  .dssembly,  and  grieved  every  friend 
to  religion  and  the  Presbyterian  Church.’^

all  the  important  advantages  gained  by  their 
own  party  over  its  foes.  If  several  difierent  jita-* 
ces  are  at  the  same  moment  scenes  of  conniet, 
they  are  interested  in  the  account  of  each,  al¬ 
though  the  mere  student  in  hnraan  nature  might 
find  in  ■several  only  a  repetition  of whai  appeared 
in  a  sin^  one.

5.  The  extra  excitement,  in  relation  to  doc¬ 
trine,  which  appeared  in  the  last  Assembly,  was 
produced  by  the  case  of  Mr.  Barnes,  and  was  not 
owing  to  any  change  in  the  Presbyterian  church, 
in  this  respect.  The  same  excitement  would  have 
Iteen  produced  five,  ten,  or  fifteen  years  ago,  if 
Dr.  Green  had  instituted  process  for  heresy 
against  Dr.  Spring,  or  Dr.  Skinner,  or  any  other 
minister  liolding  similar  sentiments. 

6.  The  great  controversy  now  carried  on  in 
the  Presbyterian  church,  principally  relates  to 
questions  of  ecclesiastical  order;  and  among  these, 
the  mode  of  conducting  missions,  appears  to  te 
considered  the  most  important  by  ite  High 
Church  party.  This  question,  if  we  may  credit 
the  Advocate,  more  than  any  thing  else,  now 
feeds  the  fire  of  party  zeal ;  and  if  alienation  is 
to  increase,  and  the  breach  become  wider,  and 
ntore  and  more  ruinous,  it  would  seem  probable, 
that  this  is  to  constitute  the  principal  source  ol 
the  desolating  mischief.  True  Dr.  Green  has 
sounded  the  (Harm  against  heresy,  and  said  many 
things  which  would  lead  the  ignorant  and  timid 
to  apprehend,  that  our  doctrinal  standards  are 
about  to  te  annihilated ;  hut  when  he  touctes  the 
cord  of  “  ecclesiastical  order”  there  is  a  vibration 
which  tells  us  the  whole  truth.  For  example,  he 
informs  us,  that  the  last  Assembly  was  highly 


them  to  the  “  neplus  ultra”  of  the  High  Church 
Policy.  If  the  UMjorily  had  done  this — if  they 
had  done  what  they  had  the  power,  and  in  foct, 
the  right  to  do  what  would  not  have  heeu  said 
of  their  intolerance  f  What  a  cry,  still  louder 
than  we  have  heard,.of  a  “fearful crisis”  to  the 
church,  whould  have  been  sounded  in  our  ears.^ 
But  the  majority  evinced  no  disposition  to  take 
under  their  exclusive  care  and  control,  as  the 
minority  did,  the  “  institutions  and  endowments'' 
of  the  church  !  And  let  it  not  te  forgotten,  that 
the  minoiity  in  pressing  forward  this  high  hand¬ 
ed  measure,  left  out  of  the  Dieectobship  every 
member  of  the  Low  Church  whose  office  then 
expired,  and  among  them,  one  of  the  most  ven¬ 
erable  aud  estimable  men  in  the  Presbyterian 
church — a  man  whose  head  has  grown  white  in 
serving  God  and  bless'mg  the  world — a  man  who 
has  been  a  Director  of  the  Theological  Semina¬ 
ry,  at  Princeton,  ever  since  its  fottndation.  I 
refer  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hillyer.  Had  the  majori- 
TT  done  suchan  act,  I  would  have  joined  with  Dr. 
Green  in  fixing  upon  that  act  the  stamp  of  un¬ 
qualified  reprobation.  And  is  it  any  better, 
when  done  tiy  the  minority?  • 

Much  the  same  may  te  said  of  the  Board  of 
Missions.  What  did  the  majority  do  in  relation 
to  that  Board  I  In  the  first  place,  they  never 
contemplated  or  wished  any  farther  changes,
